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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Once again | would like to take this 
opportunity to call some significant mat- 
ters to your attention. No one need re- 
mind you that we have about come to the 
end of another season of competition. 
Our international championships have 
been completed and our champions 
crowned. Let’s pause to reflect a bit 
upon the group shooting championships 
since the Hunter classes have not com- 
pleted theirs as of this writing. 


Back in July Mainville hosted the 
200/300 yard championships. There was 
a mediocre attendance and some fine 
conditions at 300 yards. Those good 
conditions allowed most shooters to do 
better at that distance than at 200 yards. 
Two potential records were fired at 300, 
a group of .522 shot by Gary O’cock and 
an aggregate of .3594 by Wendell Dean. 

The controversial, first ever, combin- 
ing of the Heavy Bench championships 
of IBS with the Unlimited Rifle cham- 
pionships of NBRSA proved to be a suc- 
cess. There were about 60 combined 
shooters on hand in Marshallville, Ohio 
with 40 firing for IBS on the middle two 
days of the four day NBRSA shoot. Con- 
ditions were rather good explaining the 
low three tenths aggregate of the IBS 
winner Buck Walters. 

Our Varmint and Sporter champion- 
ships at Camillus proved to be a 
challenge for all who attended. 
However, we experienced our poorest 
turnout in recent years; perhaps due to 
the current financial state we all find 
ourselves in. The match was efficiently 
coordinated by Hank Gonella and just as 
efficiently run by all of the personnel in- 
volved. | received numerous favorable 
comments about the ‘‘day off’ between 
the firing of the two light classes and 
Heavy Varmint competition. 


When the dust had settled, a potential 
100 yard Sporter aggregate record was 
fired by the eventual winner of that class, 
as well as the Heavy Varmint and three- 
gun aggregate, Allie Euber. To continue 
the domination of the matches, the four 
man Euber Team won that event. Even 
young Eric Euber managed to pull his 
weight by winning the Junior event. Jack 
Deming won the Light Varmint class. 

Turning attention to matters other 
than championships, | want to inform all 
clubs and directors that we now have 
revised ‘‘Competitor Registration” and 
“Match Score Sheets” available. They 
may be obtained free of charge from 
Robert W. Hart & Son in Nescopeck, Pa. 
or from Evelyn Richards in Sayre, Pa. 
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Finally | must encourage you to attend 
our Annual Convention on November 8 
and 9. Particulars should appear in 
another part of this issue. We are plan- 
ning to have displays of benchrest re- 
lated items, door prizes for men and 
women and a location providing ample 
opportunity for sight seeing. Remember, 
that as of the last annual convention IBS 
individual members attending the con- 
vention have a vote on all but club mat- 
ters. If a better organization is some- 
thing you would like to see then plan on 
attending this event and help us mold 
IBS into what you want it to be.

The Kerry Butler murder has taken 
some recent turns and we are reporting 
them to you. On August 9, 1980 a Din- 
widdie County jury convicted Albert 
Junior Holley of first degree murder in 
November’s pistol slaying of Kerry 
Butler. He was sentenced to 40 years on 
the murder conviction and 20 years on a 
conviction of maiming Butler's cousin, 
Jerry Butler. 

On August 11, 1980 Cornell U. Smith, 
charged with capital murder, went on 
trial for the same killing. On August 12 
he, under threat of the death penalty, 
agreed to testify against 3 other defen- 
dants in the case in exchange for a life 
sentence. Circuit Court Judge James C. 
Godwin of Suffolk, VA accepted the 
plea-bargain agreement and dismissed 
the jury. That is all the information we 
have to date.

1980 IBS ANNUAL CONVENTION 
AGENDA ITEMS 


Accept or reject rule changes made 
at the 1979 IBS annual meeting; 
these have been used over the past 
year. 


Agenda item No. 6 tabled from 1979 
— Delete the Sporter class and 
replace it with the Heavy Bench Rifle 
in the 3 gun aggregate at the Inter- 
national Championships. 


. Replace the current appropriate 


Hunter class rule with the following: 
Once a Hunter class competitor 
fires a score in the next higher 
class, the competitior will be 
reclassified into that class. Once a 
competitor has established a 
classification as a Master Hunter, 
the competitor will be permanently 
classified as such. 


. IBS recommends that clubs award 


top ten patches to the appropriate 
competitors at all ““State Champion- 
ship’ matches. 


. Include the following in the rules for 


Hunter class: Any competitor at a 
Hunter class shoot who has not fired 
in a registered shoot within the pre- 
ceding nine months will compete in 
the Master Hunter class. The score 
fired in that shoot will determine the 
classification of the competitor for 
future shoots. 


. Consider revising the “‘Disqualifica- 


tion of targets and competitors’’ rule 
to read, ‘‘a target shall be penalized 
for each and every record shot out- 
side of (and not touching) the border 
line of the record target. Penalty to 
be 1/4 inch for each 100 yards of 
range added to the measurement for 
each record shot outside the border. 


. Insert the following into the Hunter 


class Rules: Any competitor at a 
Hunter class shoot who does not 
show a Classification card at the 
time of registration will compete in 
the Master Hunter class. 


. If the Heavy Bench Rifle is not to be 


the third gun in the three gun ag- 
gregate at the International Cham- 
pionships, then we should restrict 
the Light Varmint class to .224 cal. 
or smaller. 


. Modify the current Hunter class 


rules to read as follows: All new 
competitors at Hunter shoots will 
compete in the Master Hunter class. 
The score fired at the first shoot will 
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10.

be used to establish the competi- 
tor’s future classification. The ap- 
propriate classification card will be 
issued to the competitor at the con- 
clusion of the competitor’s first 
shoot based on the score fired. 


Consider the following schedule for 
firing the various classes at the In- 
ternational Championships: Monday 
— Sporter, Tuesday — Light Var- 
mint, Wednesday — Unscheduled 
(trips, sight seeing, relaxation or 
completion of an earlier class if 
needed), Thursday — 100 yd. Heavy 
Varmint, Friday — 200 yd. Heavy 
Varmint. 


Consider inserting the following into 
the Hunter class rules: All 
Registered IBS Hunter shoots, in- 
cluding championships, will be used 
as a basis for competition classifica- 
tion. 

Consider requiring black colored 
material to be placed behind the 
targets or target boards whérever 
feasible considering range limita- 
tions. 


Eliminate the present DNQ rule for 
having less than the required num- 
ber of shots on the record target or 
for having one or more shots on the 
paper but outside the record bor- 
derline. Impose instead one MOA 
penalty for each shot missing from 
within the record borderlines. 
Eliminate all 200 yd./300 meter 
records from the board. These are 
no longer contested and are ob- 
solete now that pure meter records 
have been established. 


Require minimum standards (e.g. 
number of benches, shower, and 
sanitary facilities, kitchen and din- 
ing facilities) for the granting of con- 
tracts for championship matches 
where large numbers are antici- 
pated. 


Hold the ‘“‘Annual Convention” in 
early November or mid January on 
alternate years.

Good Foundations Make Good Groups 


The best rifle in the world can be, and 
often is, put to ill use by punk competitor 
positioning and sloppy sandbag use. 
This can cut into winning groups, caus- 
ing groups to eat away into larger 
groups. In the most adverse instance it 
can cause flyers that lead to panic about 
scope health, barrel aging and other 
misleading items. Getting one’s body 
properly located for the bench and 
range with the sandbags in the proper 
configuration for the rifle in use is a ma- 
jor contributor to the tiny groups fired by 
record setters and winners. You will see 
no sloppy activities on their part. They 
may take to the bench as their relay is 
called with casual attention to such 
details but you can be sure that every- 
thing fits and the bench and sandbag 
foundation has been given proper atten- 
tion. 

We must first fit our figure, large or 
small, slim or chubby, to the bench 
assigned. The stool that will support our 
frame at the proper height must be ad- 
justed. A piano stool is the berries if you 
want to put up with the bulk as you load 
and unload your gear into the car. It sure 
takes up a lot of room. At the range you 
can have a wide range of adjustments 
available to elevate your posterior to the 
desired, comfortable, no strain location 
for that bench height. Locate the seat in 
relation to the bench. We normally face 
the bench with a body position of about

forty five degrees to the target frame 
and the chest just off, or very lightly 
pressed to, the bench edge. With our 
chest tight against the bench the old 
ticker transmits to the bench and doesn’t 
help a thing with what the crosshairs do 
on the target. Every stand shooting 
heavy benchrest competitor became 
aware of that the first time out. Our stool 
elevation simply must allow us to peer 
into the exit pupil of the scope without 
any muscle strain and should be as com- 
fortable as possible. Just within the front 
door at the Council Cup range building 
is a picture of the late Bob Hart at the 
bench. It shows a man under no physical 
strain at all. As a matter of fact, Bob al- 
ways reminded me of a guy putting on 
the bench like a pair of pants and any- 
one that ever shot with him knew he was 
in fast company. The feet should be flat 
on the ground with the legs bent to offer 
the most comfort. Being relaxed and 
under no body strain is important 
enough to be stressed in all other forms 
of shooting competition and it is just as 
important to the bench rest competitor. 

To be sure some people fit a bench 
better than others. P. J. Hart with his 
long and slim build can correct a lot of 
errors by just swinging his stool and butt 
out some and lowering his upper body to 
the proper and stable position on the 
bench top. The distance between the 
part of Myles Hollister that makes con-

tact with the milking stool and his eye is 
something less so Myles doesn’t have 
near the flexibility. Being a real profes- 
sional he overcomes this minor limita- 
tion by having his stool the proper 
height for the bench in use. Not all 
benches are the same height from range 
to range and, in some cases, from bench 
to bench at the same range. The 
benches at Pine Tree, Johnstown, NY 
are just fine for a six foot six shooter. | 
stand to strain myself, without a fair 
amount of elevation, to get my bottom 
further from the ground. 

Next, we come to the front stand. The 
three pointed elevation screws should 
be adjusted to take out any cant that 
might be built into the bench. That is 
why they are adjustable. Some ranges 
use up almost all the vertical adjustment 
built into the front stand because of the 
elevation of the front of the bench in 
relation to the rear. This is experienced 
on the Council Cup range where we 
shoot up hill. The Hart front stand has 
the edge here, as it has a wide range of 
vertical adjustment built in. My Wichita 
stand makes it but just barely. Most 
ranges have benches that fall well within 
the capability of all front stands on the 
market. But it is something to think 
about before you buy a front stand. 

When it comes to sandbags Basil 
Tuller’s selection has taken the lead in 
popularity from the very start. A wide 
selection of shapes and sizes is made. 
They are made well enough to stand up 
under two decades of hard use, often 
soaked and wet and generally misused. 
The front bag should be filled with sand; 
and | do mean filled. As bags get some 
age and use, they will need more sand 
added. The leather stretches from pres- 
sure within and out. The bag should fit 
the forearm of the rifle being shot. This 
gives validity to the idea of selecting 
stocks with the same forearm contour. 
Once the bag is properly fitted for one ri- 
fle it fits all your competition rifles. Some 
narrow straps are often added to hold 
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the desired contour. The bag must be 
fastened to the front stand in such a 
manner that it does not shift around in 
any direction. The shoe strings fur- 
nished with the Tuller bags, if used, must 
be as tight as the town drunk. | find that 
two hefty springs, each end through the 
tabs of the bag, hold things quite well. 

Next we come to a factor that, based 
on observation over the past year or so, 
is going to become somewhat sticky in 
the coming months. | refer to the rule 
book, page 5 which sez: “ ... which 
shall be capable of being easily flexed 
by the fingers .. .”. | doubt that some 
front bags fullfill that requirement! 
Sooner or later three referees are going 
to be put on the spot and some heated 
discussions will be had at the following 
annual meeting. It is advised that you 
don’t get carried away with front bag 
modifications. 

The rear bag is what we do the steer- 
ing with and things better be about per- 
fect. If we maintain the same location of 
the forearm on the front bag, after align- 
ment on.the aiming point, the rear bag 
location should stay the same. The rear 
bag has need of plenty of sand. The rear 
bag ears should hold at least enough 
sand so they stay put and not flop 
around; full is even better. Recoil does 
some weird things to the rear bag with 
shifting sand within. Groups can get 
messy as well. 

Johnson & Johnson baby powder is 
just great for the baby’s body. It is very 
popular with most competitors for slick- 
ing up the leather bags to prevent sticki- 
ness. For further slickness a thin coat of 
wax on the stock really makes things 
slide just dandy. 

With this attention to detail every 
group should be a winner! Well, maybe. 

The fore and aft position of the rifle 
should be the same for every shot. Often, 
if no forearm stop is used on the front 
stand, we see a bit of tape on the forearm 
to assist in acquiring this position. All 
that remains is control of the rifle and 
rear bag. Two techniques are used: the 
free recoil or some method of holding 
pressure on the stock. 

As we aim each shot, and make minor 
correction by squeezing the rear bag or 
moving it slightly for windage, care 
should be used that the bag is not 
twisted. Side pressures from the ears on 
the rear bag can send a shot out of the 
group. If we hold any pressure on the 
stock at the wrist care must be taken not 
to apply any side pressure or again we 
have a wild shot. Side pressure of any 
kind during the micro-seconds when the 
cartridge goes off and the bullet moves 
down the barrel, will cause the muzzle to 
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go wandering off in some undesirable 
direction. 

To hold the rifle or use free recoil? It 
depends! Some competitors find it hard 
to use free recoil. It does take practice. 
Many of our best performers use free 
recoil with success with rifles of low 
recoil levels. They have worked at it. 
Here no pressure is being applied by the 
right hand (for a right hand shooter) and 
the shoulder is free of the butt by an inch 
or so. Cheek pressure is an absolute no- 
no. The rifle comes straight back upon 
firing and stops when it makes contact 
with the shoulder. 

An additional technique is to hold the 
rifle very lightly with identical pressure 
each time. The holding pressures in- 
crease with levels of recoil and reach a 
point where not only holding is major but 
some additional rearward pressure is 
applied into the shoulder to prevent 
being beaten black and blue. The single 
most important point is to hold with the 
same pressure each shot. 

Shooting a .308 in a Heavy Varmint ri- 
fle takes some real fine skill and practice 
to get good groups. Some of the best do 
it with apparent ease and a high degree 
of success. Ed Knobloch of Staten Is- 
land is such a gent. Ed holds on and 
shoots fine groups right along with the 
light recoil competitors around him. 

As recoil goes up, there tends to be 
some packing of the sand within the rear 
bag. The higher the recoil levels the 
more this becomes a possibility. Pound- 
ing the stock down into the rear bag 
helps to prevent this kind of shot disper- 
sement. 

If we are to get the best out of our rifle, 
the sandbag it sits on, and our control of 
the rifle on that bag, is a very important 
factor. Everything must be the same for 
every shot. 

If the foregoing gives the impression 
of much worry over nothing let me share 
one additional thought with you. Some 
very violent activities take place within a 
rifle when it is fired. Some level of con- 
trol during that violent activity must be 
had for best results. A simple demon- 
stration of this can be had by placing 
your rifle on the bags and establishing a 
point of aim. Dryfire the rifle while noting 


any change in the crosshairs as the fir- 
ing pin falls. You will note some level of 
movement. This should indicate to you 
that the minor force of the firing pin fall 
causes stresses that are great enough to 
cause displacement. Add to this the ad- 
ditional violent activity of powder burn- 
ing, internal pressures of fifty thousand 
pounds per square inch or better, the 
bullet slamming into the rifling, plus the 
torque generated by the rifling and 
perhaps the importance of sandbags 
and rifle control on those bags will fall 
into perspective.

in the history of benchrest, including 
all super shoots. The festivities were 
opened formally with a flag raising 
ceremony and welcome addresses by 
Ed McNally and the Mayor of Johns- 
town. The shooting was kicked off by 
the Mayor who pulled the trigger of 
John Collins’ rifle. It was rigged to 
explode a key of powder at the 100 
yard line. A huge pillar of white 
smoke rose into the air with ac- 
companying ooh’s and aah’s. The 
first day was spent shooting five shot 
warm-ups. The second and_ third 
days were devoted to the National 
Matches with the last day reserved 
for merchandise matches and a big 
award banquet. The scoring crew 
needed a full day to compute the 
aggs and winners as there were no 
transistorized calculaters or com- 
puters in existence yet. The shoot 
had newspaper, radio and TV 
coverage — the works — a one ofa 
kind heavy gun shoot, never to be.re- 
peated anywhere since.

Within the past year, a newspaper re- 
porter asked Ted Turner (owner of the 
Atlanta Braves, extremely successful 
businessman, and successful America’s 
Cup Skipper) his opinion of a reigning 
Hollywood Beauty. We have edited the 
good Mr. Turner’s reply considerably for 
usage, in a family magazine, but the 
basic element of his retort was to the 
effect that he felt that after a few weeks 
of living with her, she would be ‘‘no more 
exciting the one’s wife’. Of what was Mr. 
Turner talking? Boredom... 

In a poem that | consider one of the 
two finest works of the language, 
“Ulysses”, by Tennyson, the aging war- 
rior, disenchanted with his peaceful life 
after the battle of Troy and his seven 
years wanderings and trials to again 
reach his homeland, and wishing, 
despite his years, to once again sail off 
in search of adventure with those still re- 
maining of his old crew, sits by his 
hearth, and muses 

“How dull it is to pause, to make an 
end, 

to rust unburnished, not to shine in 
use! 

As tho’ to breathe were life!.. . 

Old age hath yet his honor and his 
toil; 

Death closes all: but something ere 
the end 

Some work of noble note, may yet 
be done, 

Not unbecoming men that strove 
with Gods!” 

What was Ulysses concerned about? 
Boredom... 

If any of the readership is still with us 
at this point (“I tell ’ya, Fred, the maga- 
zine has gone completely to hell in a 
handbasket; now they’re quoting entire 
passages of Tennyson’’), the thought 
has probably occured to those noble few 
that the author must be leading up to 
some sort of a point, vaguely relevant to 
the title of the article, which promised to 
discuss things in the benchresting 
world. Ah, your faith shall yet be 
rewarded, we shall now treat with cali- 
bers, with cartridges, with bullets, and 
boredom... 

In 1975, Doctor Lou Palmisano and 
Ferris Pindell introduced to the bench 
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rest shooters a cartridge that was known 
as the 6mm PPC. The writer regards this 
as the third epochal cartridge develop- 
ment in benchresting, following the .219 
Donaldson Wasp and the .222 
Remington, into a position that trans- 
cends dominance, rather it approaches 
a monoply .and monopolies are 
prohibited by federal legislation, 
because, in the long run, they are not 
regarded as being in the best interests of 
the public. 

Understand, please, that the author 
has nothing against the 6mm PPC. It is, 
without question, the most accurate 
cartridge available today, it completely 
dominates eastern benchrest shooting, 
it is the favored cartridge of the leading 
competitors, our leading gunsmiths all 
have 6mm PPC silk-screened on their 
pajamas, or tatooed on their left wrists 
(the one that shows up when they pose 
for Marlboro cigarettes or Lite beer com- 
mercials) and it would be a rare 
gunsmith who would recommend any 
other cartridge or caliber to a beginning 
shooter who could only afford one rifle, 
and who honestly asked, with child-like 
confidence, for the gunsmith’s recom- 
mendation. Now that we have all those 
wonderful things said, and out of the 
way, what the heck does this dim-witted 
author have to gripe about anyway? The 
darn cartridge sounds capable of solv- 
ing most problems up to and including 
bad breath. 

Well, let’s look at the 1979 IBS Varmint 
Nationals, what say? The top 20 in 3 
classes comes to a total of 60 rifles. 
There were 53 out of the 60 who shot the 
6mm PPC, and 60 out of 60 who shot six 
millimeter. Now, | ask you, what has 
benchresting today got in common with 
Tennyson’s Ulysses, and Ted Turner’s 
current social opinions? Answer... In- 
tellectual boredom... 

Go back to 1972, when the author 
stopped benchrest shooting, due to 
either a lack of ambition or an attack of 
intelligence, depending upon one’s 
viewpoint of the moment. The top 20 
guns in the three varmint classes that 
year; Heavy Varmint had three 6 
millimeters, one .308, and the rest .22 
caliber; Light Varmint had fourteen 6mm 


shooters, one .308 and five .22 caliber 
shooters. The Sporter class, which 
prohibited anything less than .24 caliber, 
had only one .308, and the rest were six 
millimeters. Seemingly dull enough a 
gathering, but actually if one reads the 
official program, ah, there were Men, or 
at least experimenters, in those days. 
People were running around, tripping 
over each other, while clutching .222 
Remingtons, 223-35’s, .219 Wasps, 6 x 
47’s, 222-1/2's, .308’s. .222 Magnums, 6 x 
225’s, and .223’s. Yes, Virginia, each of 
those cartridges had at least one repre- 
sentative in the top 20 that year. In the 
background, Dave Hall was playing 
around with his 6 x 47 improved, Jim 
Stekl was mudding with a creature 
called the 30 x 47, Harvey Donaldson 
had decided to start development on 
something he called the .224 Donaldson 
Ace, and in general, people were ‘“‘doing 
things” in the development field. Some 
folks might feel that some of these ideas 
failed, but | prefer Thomas Edison’s ver- 
sion, ‘I didn’t fail, rather | discovered 
something that didn’t work.” 

Now, in 1980, reading match results in 
Precision Shooting, a typical equipment 
summary of the top ten at a registered 
varmint class match so often will have 
the basic notation, ‘‘All competitors 
used the 6mm PPC’. We seem to have 
achieved what Ted Turner and Ulysses 
both dreaded and feared .. . boredom. 

Like a drunkard who has determined 
that he must reform, he must leave his 
deplorable habits behind him; let us

stagger over to the bathroom mirror, 
splash some water on our vice ravaged 
face, and ask ourselves (that blury 
figure staring back at us) ‘How did | get 
this way, anyhow?”’ 

For better or worse, eastern shooters 
have more of a foe in wind than in 
mirage. There does occasionally come 
along a day where not a breath of air is 
moving, and the sun seems to be trying 
to seer your eyeballs, but these are the 
exceptions to the rule. The lighter the 
bullet, the more the wind moves it, which 
hardly ranks at this year’s most incredi- 
ble statement. The .22 caliber 52 grain 
bullets are simply more susceptible to 
horizontal error than the 65 and 70 
6mm bullets; over-simplified mathemati- 
cs (hang the ballistics formulas) say the 
70 grain will be almost 40% more effec- 
tive in dealing with a very common 
shooting condition such as a 10 mph 
wind from 9 o’clock. The 6 x 47 had al- 
ways showed promise, Dave Hall’s im- 
proved 6 x 47 actually had more poten- 
tial than it ever reached, and finally in 
1975, along came the PPC, with a 
multitude of things going for it... small 
primer uniformity, short powder column, 
adequate boiler room capacity for 
needed velocity, and excellent loading

density. In the contemplation of the 
cartridge’s evolution, | don’t really 
believe that adequate credit or indeed 
any credit was ever given to Clarence 
Detsch. The skillful bullet maker from St. 
Mary’s, Pennsylvania, had nothing to do 
with the PPC’s development, but in the 
'70-’71-’72 era, his 70 grain 6mm hand 
made bullets kept the six millimeter size 
tube alive... alive for a good cartridge 
such as the 6 x 47, a better cartridge 
such as the 6 x 47 Hall improved, and 
finally to the extremely successful 6mm 
PPC. Today there are several custom 
makers of quality 6mm bullets, but it was 
Clarence Detsch who sustained the cali- 
ber through what Winston Churchill 
would have called “‘the long night of bar- 
barism’’. If none thanked you before, 
Clarence, it’s been done now! 

Since the author has, in this article, 
found a host of good things to say about 
the very cartridge that he appears to be 
damning, what is the heart of the fellow’s 
complaint? Just this .. . five years ago, 
when this superb cartridge was 
developed by two gentlemen, blessed 
with inquisitive and excellent minds, the 
benchrest shooters decided that 
Utopia was at hand, there wasn’t any 
more need to do serious developmental 
cartridge work or even cartridge thought 
... following which we all ambled over to

the refrigerator, opened a king-sized 
Budweiser, and found a chair whose 
contours were comfortable to our 
posteriors ... and we haven’t moved out 
of that chair since . . . In the last five 
years, we had such a lull in develop- 
ments that the silhouette shooters seem 
to have had to accept the task of experi- 
mentation and discovery. I’m sure that at 
that statement, a hundred or so 
benchrest shooters will jump to their feet 
and say. ‘‘Hellfire, man, ninety percent of 
what they know they learned from the 
benchresters’’. Fellas, | agree entirely. 
Only problem is, a year or two ago, the 
figure could correctly have been put at 
ninety five percent ... and | fear that a 
year or two from now, the figure will be 
down to eighty five or even eighty per- 
cent. Sometime get to go to a good 
silhouette pistol match, and just wander 
around a bit. Everybody is using a 
different cartridge, a different bullet, a 
different barrel diameter . . . compare 
their enthusiasm and their experimenta- 
tions with ourselves . . . sometimes we 
go an entire season, change the bullet 
seating depth one eighth turn, and go to 
bed that night convinced that we have 
done something monumental. 

In closing, | would comment that 
benchrest shooters are a wonderful 
group of select people, intellectual, 
generous to a fault, capable, articulate, 
and genuinely likeable, regardless if 
you're IBS, NBRSA or both... more than 
any other group | know. But darn it, 
you're getting sort of dull, fellas...

BREAK CORNERS TYR 


Since my article in this paper for May, 
1980 event Bud Welsh beating the C. W. 
Rowland group of 10-shots at 200 yards 
bench rest with sand bags and a lead 
and tin alloy bullet, Mr. Welsh and | have 
received a number of letters. Some state 
that two significant elements are needed 
to complete the picture; a drawing of the 
bullet used, and the method of loading 
the case into the chamber of the rifle 
without wads of any kind to hold the 
powder back against the primer flash 
hole. 

A drawing of the bullet used in making 
this wonderful group is shown here. Bud 
says the rifle is on the two sandbags, 
one near the muzzle and one near the 
butt end of the stock. He carefully pours 
the powder into the case and with the ri- 
fle still in position on the sandbags, the 
case is barely tipped so as to get it into 
the chamber. 

A discrepancy is noted in the article 
with regard to the barrel diameter; the 
article says 2-1/2-inch in diameter and 
this should have been 2-1/4’’ in 
diameter.

determine if the bore dimensions are 
affected. Sand blasting has considerably 
less stress relieving tendency than shot 
blasting. Shot blasting is used to even 
out the stresses on the surface of steel to 
help alleviate localized stress or fatigue 
cracking. The actual effect of blasting is 
only very near the surface . Probably not 
more than .010” or .015” deep. Sand 
blasting would have even less effect. 
My opinion is that your “expert” did 
have residual stresses in his barrel, but 
not caused by sand blasting. When he 
removed metal from the exterior bore 
dimensions were affected in a favorable 
way. Absolute uniformity to at least 
.0005” through the bore from end to end 
is extremely important in obtaining com- 


petitive bench rest accuracy. | know of 
no way to measure barrels this close 
without an air guage. | might add, you 
had better know how to use it too. 

You may or may not know that even 
.0001’’ of powder fouling in the breech 
end of a barrel such as you describe will 
be detrimental to accuracy. This is a well 
proven fact. So keep them clean!
